470 Cases Reported; Many Chil- 


dren's Lives Lost Each 


Year 


An epidemic of whooping cough 


is prevalent in several parts of the 
state, according to the state board 
of health. 
At the- end of Febru- 


ary there had 'been 
reported 470 


cases as against 'a normal numbet 
of 230. ' This, it is believed, repre- 
sents a small proportion of the total 
number actually present.

Wisconsin during late years," says 
a statement from tWboard, which 
points out that whooping 'cough is
